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Mayor proposes 


balanced budget

AGAWAM — The $77.4 million 
fiscal year 2013 operating budget 
that Mayor Richard A. Cohen has 
proposed represents a 5.2 percent in- 
crease — or $3.8 million more — than 
the current budget. 

According to Cohen, the recom- 
mended figures present a balanced 
budget, which allows the town to 
move forward without any layoffs or 
cuts to municipal or school services. 
It has been sent to the city coun- 
cil, who will hold a 
budget public hear- 
ing Monday, June 18 
before the new fiscal 
year begins July 1. 

The proposed 
budget includes 
$23,282,451 for town 
departments and 
$36,448,490 for the 
school department. 
The former represents 
a 5.4 percent increase 
and the latter is 5.9 
more than this year’s 
budget total. The 
$36.4 million school figure, which 
is the amount recommended by the 
school committee, represents a level 
service budget. 

“In this time of global economic 
crisis, we are confronted by extraor- 
dinary challenges that require us to 
come together, as a community, to re- 
confirm our priorities,’ Cohen wrote 
in his May 10 letter to city councilors, 
which is included with the budget. He 
added, “It is my strong belief that 
this balanced budget respects both 
the interests of the taxpayers and our 
responsibility to our future genera- 
tions.” 

According to the budget summary 
included with the fiscal 2013 pro- 
posed operating budget, the town is

expected to receive $23 million in 
local aid from the state; $4.4 million 
in local receipts; and about $50.6 mil- 
lion collected in property taxes. In ad- 
dition, the proposed budget uses $1.3 
million in free cash, undesignated, 
unbalanced funds certified by the De- 
partment of Revenue at the end of the 
fiscal year. 

“Over the past years, there’s been 
$2.5 million used and I reduced it 
to $1.25 million, so we’re using less 
than we’ve used in the past,’ said 
Cohen. “We were able to balance the 
budget with less, which is good be- 
cause I don’t know 
what the future 
years are going to 
be like.” 

Cohen called 
his proposal a 
“conservative bud- 
get.” There are no 
new employees 
included with the 
exception of half 
a clerical position, 
he said. 

“What we did 
was we put a full- 
time senior clerk 
in DPW, which had been cut, but I cut 
the mail room phone person in town 
hall by a half, so the net is a half a 
position,” said Cohen. 


Capital improvement 

Included in the fiscal year 2013 
budget is $601,090 for capital im- 
provement costs, said Cohen. 

The Capital Improvement Program 
is a prioritized plan of proposed large- 
ticket expenditures over the next five 
fiscal years (from 2013 to 2017). It is, 
as Department of Public Works Su- 
perintendent Christopher Golba put 
it, “a long range strategic plan” for 
the town. 

The projects contained therein are 
those that have a “shelf life” of five to

Agawam schedules Memorial Day events

AGAWAM  — Participants in 
the Memorial Day Parade Mon- 
day, May 28 will assemble at the 
Roberta G. Doering School/Aga- 
wam Town Hall and will step off 
at 10:30 a.m. to march down Main 
Street to the Veterans’ Green. Cer- 
emonies there will follow. 

The head of the Agawam Veter- 
ans’ Council, Aldo Mancini, said 
in an interview recently that he 
thinks of two uncles of his every 
Memorial Day. One uncle fought 
in three wars: World War II, Korea, 
and Vietnam. Another uncle was in 
uniform for World War I. 

Mancini carries the dog tags of 
that World War I soldier with him 
on this solemn holiday. 


The parade will no doubt employ 
familiar march tunes appropriate to 
such occasions, many composed 
by John Philip Sousa. 

Sousa is responsible for most of 
the patriotic pieces to which Amer- 


icans have been marching, includ- 
ing, for example, the Washington 
Post March, Stars and Stripes For- 
ever, and The Gallant Seventh. 
Asked whether any particular 
march has great significance for 


him, Mancini, who was a Marine 
in the years 1969-71, said, “That 
would be the Marine Corps Hymn. 
If you’re a Marine, that always 
makes your hairs stand on end.”

‘Greatest generation’ veteran this year’s marshal

AGAWAM -— Charlie Ca- 
labrese, a graduate of Agawam 
High School as part of the Class 
of 1941, will serve as the marshal 
for Agawam’s 2012 Memorial 
Day parade Monday, May 28. 

Calabrese is a fine example 
of why anchorman Tom Brokaw 
coined the expression “The Great- 


est Generation” for the title of his 
1998 book. He is a part of the 
generation that grew up watch- 
ing its parents struggling with the 
harsh economic realities of the 
1930s during the Great Depres- 
sion. Yet there was still a sense in 
those years that the oceans sepa- 
rating the Americas from the Old 
World and its troubles were wide, 
and a valuable moat. 

This was also the generation 
for whom that particular illusion 


was rudely shattered in Decem- 
ber 1941, only half a year after 
Calabrese’s graduation, when the 
attack on Pearl Harbor made it 
abundantly clear that the troubles 
of Europe and Asia were our own. 

“When I graduated from high 
school, about 60 percent of the 
guys in the class went into the 
service, too,’ Calabrese said re- 
cently. “About one-third of them 
didn’t come back.”

gan as Decoration Day. It was only 
three years after the end of the 
Civil War that General John Logan 
issued a general order: “The 30th 
day of May, 1868, is designated 
for the purpose of strewing with 
flowers or otherwise decorating 
the graves of comrades who died 
in defense of their country during 
the late rebellion, and whose bod- 
ies now lie in almost every city, 
village, and hamlet churchyard in 
the land.” 

The significance of the cer- 
emony over time expanded to in- 
clude the dead of both sides of the 
great conflict General Logan had 
in mind. Both sides of that war, of 
course, saw themselves as fighting

Sewer abatements, land-taking 
remain on council table 

Pending a meeting of the Agawam City 
Council’s administrative committee sched- 
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uled for Tuesday, May 22, the city council 
voted to table four applications for sewer 
abatements at its Monday, May 21 meeting. 

The nine councilors present (councilors 
Cecilia P. Calabrese and Gina M. Letellier 
were absent) voted in favor of keeping the 
items on the table. The abatement applica- 
tions were submitted by Ralph DePalma for 
property located at 683 Westfield St., Feed- 
ing Hills; Giuseppe Tirone and DePalma for 
property located at 497 South Westfield St., 
Feeding Hills, and two requests from Thom- 
as S. and Paul J. Napolitan for property lo- 
cated at South Westfield Street. 

Also tabled at the council meeting Mon- 
day — which lasted under 15 minutes — was a 
resolution to authorize land taking for Phase 
II of the Feeding Hills sewer expansion proj- 
ect. That item was tabled at the council’s 
May 14 meeting. 

According to administrative commit- 
tee chairman, Councilor Robert Rossi, the 
resolution for the approval of land-taking in 
order to construct pumping stations on Pine 
and Barry streets was “putting the cart be- 
fore the horse” because the issue of cost and 
appropriation hadn’t been addressed. 

On Monday, Rossi said the subcommittee 
planned to meet the following day to discuss 
the issue. 

The council vote to keep the resolution on 
the table was 9-0. 


Boldyga makes ballot by certifying maximum signatures 


BOSTON - State Rep. Nicholas A. Bold- 
yga, R-Southwick, has qualified for the No- 
vember ballot. Boldyga qualified April 4 by 
turning in the maximum of 300 certified sig- 
natures to the state’s elections office. Need- 
ing only 150 signatures, Boldyga collected 
over 700 signatures from residents of Aga- 
wam, Granville and Southwick. 

Boldyga and a large group of supporters 
collected over 500 signatures from Agawam 


alone and the remainder of the signatures 
from the rowns of Granville and Southwick. 
“I received a phone call from the Agawam 
Town Clerk’s Office stating they were not 
going to certify all of the signatures we col- 
lected because I had more than enough,” said 
Boldyga. 

“I am thankful to all the people who, once 
again, took the time to show their support 
and allow me the opportunity and privilege 


of serving them at the State House,” he said. 
Out of the more than 700 signatures gath- 
ered, over 130 Democrats showed their sup- 
port by signing Boldyga’s nomination pa- 
pers. “I was pleasantly surprised to learn that 
Republicans, Democrats, and Independents 
alike had signed my nomination papers,” 
said Boldyga. “I’ve continued to put people 
before politics, I hope it’s a reflection that 
people believe I’m doing a good job.”

emorial Day has been with us for a 

long time. Called “Decoration Day” 
until after World War II, it originated in Wa- 
terloo, N.Y., where the first Memorial Day 
parade was held on May 5, 1868. Later, the 
date was changed to May 30, and still later 
to the last Monday in May. This year, it falls 
this Monday, May 28. 

Memorial Day was originally created 
shortly after the Civil War to honor the 
Union dead, but by 1870 included Confed- 
erate soldiers as well. After World War I, 
it was expanded to honor the fallen of all 
wars, and, unfortunately, we’ve had quite a 
few since then. Too many young men and 
women have gone off to war never to return, 
and it’s no exaggeration to say we owe them 
everything we have. 

Memorial Day may qualify as our favor- 
ite holiday here at Agawam Advertiser News 
—although we don’t get to take it off. We’ve 
covered the parades and ceremonies in our 
town for many years — decades, in fact — 
and never tire of seeing the color guard, our 
fire and police departments, veterans, COAs 
and other community groups marching to- 
gether as the trundle along town streets. 
We’ve watched from the curb as many such 
parades have passed the old houses lining 
the streets, giving us a sense of the past, of 
history. Youngsters left those homes to fight 
in distant places like France, the Islands of 
the Pacific, Korea, Vietnam, Iraq and Af- 
ghanistan — to name a few. The parades of- 
ten end at cemeteries, where old timers rec- 
ognize the names on the stones — and even 
younger generations, because in many cases 
these were their grandfathers, great grandfa- 
thers, and other ancestors and relatives. The 
living, too, recognize one another, and the 
day is a fine example of something many 
people across America long for and believe 
to be disappearing: a sense of community. In 
our experience, that isn’t true around here; 
a sense of community is what small towns 
are all about. 

After the ceremonies, there comes a lull, 
perhaps a period of transition from the so- 
lemnity and high purpose of the day’s sig-

nificance to ordinary life. It seems to us that 
Memorial Day is usually sunny, warm, and 
a grand example of New England at its best

nies to back yards flipping burgers on a grill 
and catching up with relatives seen only on 
such rare occasions.

recipes, you must not purchase the type of mix 
that includes a chocolate syrup packet. I like to 
purchase brownie mix when on sale and usually 
purchase 2 or 3 boxes and pour the contents into 
an airtight container just as I do with my yellow 
cake mix. It is a good idea 
to document the expiration 
date somewhere on the con- 
tainer to be sure that you are 
always using fresh mix. One 
cup of mix and an 8.5-inch x 
4.5-inch x 2.5-inch loaf pan is 
necessary for all my brownie 
recipes and will yield eight, 2- 
inch brownies. Once again my 
math and chemistry kicked 

in for this formula. Young 
students take note: You need 
math and chemistry! 

This recipe calls for only one 
egg white. Although I never have 
an issue with throwing away an egg yolk, you may 
consider saving it if you are planning to make a 
batch of cookies within a day or two. Substituting 
two egg yolks for one whole egg will give your 
cookies a lighter texture. 

Here is my favorite brownie recipe. If desired, 
walnuts, white chocolate chips, or English toffee 
chips may be substituted for the mini chocolate

Simple, tasty brownies for two 


A box of brownie mix will yield far more brown- Double Chocolate Brownies - 350° oven 
3 T. canola oil 

1 egg white 

1 + 1/2 T. water 

1 T. chocolate instant pudding/pie filling mix 
1 C. brownie mix (I prefer “chocolate fudge”) 


3 T. mini chocolate chips 


In a medium bowl, com- 
bine all ingredients with a 
wire whisk. Pour batter into 
an 8 1/2-inch x 4 1/2-inch x 2 
1/2-inch loaf pan that has been 
sprayed with nonstick cooking 
spray. Bake in a 350-degree 
oven for 30 minutes or until 
toothpick inserted one inch 
from center comes out clean. 
Yield: 8 brownies. 

NOTE: Please remember 
that all ovens vary so check for 
doneness after 25 minutes.

10 years, said Cohen, adding that capital im- 
provement projects typically cost $20,000, 
with an absolute minimum of $5,000. 

“These are your large-ticket items,” Trea- 
surer-Collector Laurel Placzek explained. 

“This is the best estimate of prioritized 
needs of departments to maintain services 
for our constituents and also what we can af- 
ford to do,” Cohen said. 

Projects slated as capital improvements 
for fiscal 2013 include Hampden County 
land acquisition, $9,500; department of 
public works equipment, $200,000; street 
improvement program, $150,000; sidewalk 
rehabilitation and extension, $5,000; permit 
tracking software, $61,790; fire department 
motor vehicle, $34,800; fire department pro- 
tective gear, $40,000; town hall emergency 
generator, $25,000; and police department 


HVAC system, $75,000. The total for fiscal 
year 2013 is $601,090. 

The appropriations for fiscal years 2014- 
2017 are $529,500 in 2014, $782,500 in 
2015, $709,500 in 2016 and $749,500 in 
2017, although those numbers are subject to 
change, said Cohen. 

“We send out a notice to department heads 
regarding capital projects and prioritize what 
has to be done and what can wait,” he said. 
“We formulate what is best to maintain ser- 
vices to buildings while keeping taxpayers 
in mind. This is our best guess estimate and 
it can change.” 

Cohen called it a “realistic, financially 
feasible spending program.” 

The capital improvement plan has already 
been sent to the city council for consider- 
ation. A pubic hearing date for that has been 
set for Monday, June 4.

for their country, though they understood 
that notion a bit differently. 

In time, too, the day came to serve as a 
fitting time to commemorate the dead of all 
this country’s wars. In the early 1970s, the 
date of the commemoration was fixed by 
Congress as the last Monday in May. 

Since the late 1950s, on every Thursday 
before Memorial Day, the 3d U.S. Infantry 
Regiment (The Old Guard) has placed small 


flags at every gravestone at Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery, and they have then patrolled 
throughout the weekend to ensure that every 
flag remains undisturbed. 

Last year, the weather on parade day was 
iffy, which may have limited the size of the 
crowd, Mancini said. 

“It stopped raining just before the parade 
started,’ he said, adding he is hoping for 
clear skies and a larger crowd for the events 
taking place Monday, May 28.

He served in the Navy, in the Pacific the- 
atre, as an airplane mechanic, both carrier 
and land based. In the self-effacing man- 
ner of so many members of that generation, 
when pressed for specifics he just says, “That 
was a long time ago.” 

Brokaw, the son of a World War II veteran 
himself, put it more expansively: “They an- 
swered the call to help save the world from 
the two most powerful and ruthless military 
machines ever assembled.” 

But it was a long time ago. Calabrese re- 
turned to Agawam after the war, “to the same 
old homestead,’ as he said. He went into 
construction, and ran his own business, Cala- 
brese Construction, which builds homes and 
creates subdivisions. He has only recently 
retired from this work, passing it along to his 


son and namesake, Charles A. Calabrese. 

Charlie Calabrese has five adult children. 
In addition to Charles A., he is father to Don- 
na Dreyer, Mary Lou Genssle, Michael Ca- 
labrese, and Christina Calabrese. He also has 
11 grandchildren. Thus, from the “Greatest 
Generation” have come the successors who 
are so much in its debt.

AGAWAM — When someone is injured in 
a serious car accident, every second counts. 
Emergency responders are often tasked with 
rendering first aid to crash victims only af- 
ter they have gained access to the people in- 
volved. To do so usually requires some kind 
of hydraulic rescue tool, which assists crews 
in vehicle extrication of crash victims. 

Hydraulic rescue tools — such as the Jaws 
of Life developed by Hurst Performance and 
used by members of Agawam Fire Depart- 
ment in an emergency — include cutters and 
spreaders which can cut, open and even lift a 
vehicle at a crash scene. Spreaders separate 
large sheets of metal, while cutters can slice 
through anything in the way of a trapped pa- 
tient. 

“When we use extrication tools, it’s used 
to remove a vehicle from around a patient 
rather than remove a patient from a vehicle,” 
said Agawam Fire Chief Alan Sirois, who 
was present at a Jaws of Life training held 
May 8 at fire headquarters. 

The department recently purchased new 
Jaws of Life cutters and spreaders to replace 
its previous set, which Sirois estimated was 
over 25 years old. 

“We were quite overdue for replacement,” 
he said. 

The new set — two cutters and two spread- 
ers as well as accessories to retrofit current 
equipment — cost $25,000 and was funded 
largely through a federal grant from the De- 
partment of Homeland Security that the fire 
department received in February of last year. 
Part of that grant package also purchased 
cardiac monitors, Sirois said. 

One Jaws of Life set will be kept in Engine 
1, housed at fire headquarters on Main Street

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Firefighters cut into training experience 


Department receives new Jaws of Life 


in Agawam, and the other will be placed in 
Engine 2 at the Feeding Hills station. 

While the tools aren’t used for every ac- 
cident, it’s important that the department has 
a set available — and the necessary training in 
order to operate it for when the need arises, 
said Sirois. 

“Tt typically only gets used a handful of 
times a year, but when we need it, we need 
it; there’s no other equipment around that 
will perform this task,” he said. 

The new tools are “a significant upgrade” 
from and are much stronger in cutting/ 
spreading force than the previous set, said 
Sirois. 

Present at the department’s training on the 
new equipment earlier this month was Mas- 
sachusetts State Police Sgt. Christopher San- 
chez, reconstruction specialist for the Colli- 
sion Analysis and Reconstruction Section 
(CARS), who recently began instructing area 
fire departments on accident preservation; 
what firefighters and paramedics should and 
shouldn’t do at an accident scene that may 
need to be reconstructed, said Sirois. 

Sanchez has developed a course to teach 
firefighters and emergency medical techni- 
cians about recognizing and preserving evi- 
dence at serious motor vehicle crashes or fa- 
talities, which the state police reconstruction 
team would be requested to investigate. 

“It began in 2011 and has been brought 
to fire departments around Western Mass.,” 
Sanchez said, adding, “Agawam Fire De- 
partment recently began receiving that train- 
ing.” 

Sirois called it “a great program. 

“If we can avoid making missteps at an in- 
cident scene that makes their job easier and 
doesn’t destroy evidence, then it’s beneficial 
for all involved,’ he said. 

Following one such training at fire head-

quarters last month, Sanchez was asked to 
stop by during Jaws of Life training. 

As part of an investigation into a motor ve- 
hicle crash, police and fire officials may be 
required to remove the airbag control mod- 
ule of a vehicle — what Sanchez called “the 
brain of our safety airbag system” — which 
could potentially contain information about 
its status prior to or during a crash. 

During Jaws of Life training May 8, fire- 
fighters met with Sanchez to learn about 
where the airbag control module is located 
in various makes and models of cars and 
how they can assist investigators in retriev- 
ing it. 

According to Sanchez, the module is gen- 
erally contained in the passenger compart- 
ment of the vehicle, where it’s least likely 


to get destroyed in a crash. Once removed, 
investigators can read the information con- 
tained in the airbag control module, said 
Sanchez. 

And with the new KL-32 Defender spread- 
er and JL-500 cutter sets the department has, 
retrieving the data shouldn’t pose much of a 
problem for firefighters. 

They routinely take part in training exer- 
cises — like the one held May 8 — to ensure 
that, in the event of a crash requiring extri- 
cation, firefighters can quickly — and safely 
— dismantle a crunched motor vehicle to get 
to their patient. 

“Every incident is different,’ Sirois said. 
“It could take a matter of minutes or it could 
take up to an hour depending on how severe 
the accident is.”

In 1972, the Agawam High School Band 
was invited to compete in the Northeast 
Championship Contest at Veterans Stadium 
in Philadelphia. The total cost for participa- 
tion would be around $5,000, so a “Marcha- 
thon” was organized to raise money and have 
the band present a drill performance at every 
school in the town and march from one to the 
others. Included were the two town shopping 
centers (about 10 miles?). 

As the date of the contest approached, I was 
asked to send in information on the band’s 
history along with the name of the band. This 
would be used with a picture of the band in the 
printed program. 

Not being thrilled about saying we’re the 
“Brownies,” as the sports teams were called, 
a meeting of the band student officers was 
held to get their thoughts. The idea of an In- 
dian name was mentioned, which led to some 
discussion about which one it could be. The 
Mohawk Trail runs from North Adams to 
Greenfield and someone called out “March- 
ing Mohawks.” Well, the Mohawks did not 
live around here, but that’s only 40 miles away 
and they may have ventured into the area. So,

we sent in the name, “Agawam Marching Mo- 
hawks.” 

There was a little furor about town and some 
people thought we were trying to change the 
school mascot or name. We assured everyone 
that this was only for the band when it went to 
parades and contests. 

To add to the effect of the Indian head- 
dresses that year, the music we were using was 
from the motion picture, “How the West Was 
Won.” One of the drill formations we were us- 
ing had the Band and Color Guard in a series 
of circles with the American flag in the middle. 
The circles would revolve in different direc- 
tions and at one point, would start expanding. 
This would still leave the Honor Guard and 
rifles on the 50-yard line in a small circle. The 
other flags would then be rolled up and used as 
spears as the Color Guard members did a war 
dance back toward the American flag with the 
rifle line firing back at them. 

The “Indian War Chant” would be used as 
this action took place with the overall scene 
looking like “Custer’s Last Stand.” The band 
still uses that chant to this day at football time- 
outs. 

At the end of this portion of the show, the 
band moved into a large arrow formation with 
the flags as the point as they all left the field 
with their closing selection. A postcard was 
made of this scene at the beginning of the 
dance.
